fo slay on the land and work from twelve to fourteen hours a

day if (he process of reducing Hie hours of labor in practically 
all other kinds of business is l.p be continued, a southern paper 
undertakes to show lio.w the Deeming inequality works'out to 
the benefit of the fanner. 
-It maintains that it is the soft peo- 


ple who seek (he soff jobs and that it is the man who will no 
consent to the curtailment of his hours of labor that is coming 
out ahead in flic long run. 
In other words, the rush, to In 


cities, where working hours are short and wages are high, so 
drains (he labor from the land that farm produce must neces 
sarily increase in price, eveivi'n time of peace, and this creates 
a condition which means prosperity for .those who a re. willing 
to cultivate fhe'land, working long hours and having iio specia 
privileges such as are showered upon'the workers in the cities 
and towns. 


That there is some truth in this.view goes without sayilig, 


and it is this condition which has been steadily increasing the 
cost of living, an increase that was distinctly felt long before 
the beginning of the war. 


•But'while the thoughtless have complained of the high 


prices of farm products and attributed the blame to the farm- 
ers, thinking men have been aware of the facts in the case and 
have recognized that a condition of which there has been so 
much complaint was created by the old and immutable law of 
supply and demand. And so long as that law rules there is no 
occasion for fault-finding. 


The trouble in recent years, and especially since the begin- 


ning of the war, is that speculators have set aside the law of 
supply and demand to a large extent. By skillful and merci- 
less manipulation (hey have succeeded in taking the people by 
the throat and compelling ..them to pay prices which, were not 
justified by natural law. that is the chief (rouble at the pres- 
ent time. 
If is a trouble the government is trying to correct, 


and there is a universal hope that it will be able to do it. 


As a rule (lie farmer earns all he gets, and there are few peo- 


ple, even among the short-day workers, who begrudge him 
what lie gefs. 
What they object to is the man who stands' 


between them and (he farmer in an attempt to set aside the 
.Jaw of supply and demand, and who is too often successful in 
compelling them (o pay tribute to (hose who neither toil nor 
spin, but enrich themselves by taking exorbitant toll for 
handling what others have produced. 


If there is a way to stop this it cannot be done too soon. So 


far as long hours on the farm and short hours in the shop an 
concerned, that is a matter that will take care of itself. 
If th< 


food manipulator can be sidetracked and the people can have 
the benefit of the law. of supply and demand there will be no 
trouble wifh (he cost of living. Success to (he governmental'
